The moment Wilimann asserted 


he had talked to the girl on Feb. 8, 
the defense objected, and the jury 


of seven women and five men 
was sent out of the courtroom 
while the admissibility of the coro- 
ner's testimony was argued. 

Testifying before Circuit Judge 
John A. Witthaus, Willmann said 
he had introduced himself to the 
girl as the coroner of St. Louis 
county, and had informed her she 
was not required to make a state- 
ment if she did not want to. 

Willmann said the girl replied, 
"I know that. Do you want to 
hear all of it?” Then she went 
ahead with her statement. No 
promise of immunity was made, 
the 33 added. 

She Spoke Rationally. 
cross-examination, Will- 

mann said the girl had a small 
bandage on her forehead and was 
covered by a blanket, but spoke 
rationally and gave no evidence of 
serge in pain. Questioning elicited 
that he had not advised the girl 
she was entitled to counsel or that 
any statement she made might be 
used against her.

Judge Witthaus overruled the 
objection, and the jury was 
brought back into the courtroom 
to hear the coroner's testimony.

Vincent Reardon, Mary's father, 
and finding a bullet wound in the 
neck, he talked to the girl, the 
coroner told the jury. 

The girl related in detail how 
She and a 13-year-old companion, 
Michael D’Arcy, had run away 
from home, spent the night in a 
St. Charlies county tourist cabin 
and been driven back to St. Louis 
by her father, Willmann testified. 
‘Then, he said, she calmly told 


him: 


“As we approached Warson 
road, I asked Michael for the gun 
and I shot at the back of my 
father’s neck.” 

In the automobile crash that fol- 


lowed, Reardon was killed and the 


boy was fatally injured, but the 
girl escaped with minor injuries. 

Willmann said he asked Mary 
why she had shot her father, and 
he explained there had been dis- 
cussion at home about sending her 
back to a girls’ school, and she 
did not wish to return there be- 
cause she did not like the school.

Such an investigation, in which 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion is to participate, has been 
recommended by J. P. O’Brien, 
chief of the fraud section of the 
Department of Justice.

Louis told the Post-Dispatch he 
understood such a recommenda- 
tion usually is followed by the At- 
torney General. 


Department of Justice officials 
indicated the investigation prob- 
ably will not stop at the East St.

WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP) 
— Under Secretary of State Will 
Clayton said today he believes 
world peace depends to a great 
extent upon the preservation of 
the independence of sovereign na- 
tions throughout the world, 

He made that comment to the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee when Senator George (Dem.), 
Georgia, remarked that President 

ruman’s proposal for $400,000,000 
of aid to Greece and Turkey ap- 
peared to go much further than 
aid for those countries. 

George said that as he saw it 
the United States must face the 
fact that “there is a great power 
in Europe that is engaged in a 
great program of expansion.” 

Need of ‘Positive Program.’ 

If the United States does not 
develop a positive program against 
that policy of expansion, he added, 
“it will run,its course.” 

He went on to say that almost 
anyone would concede the need of 
Greece for relief aid. But he ob- 
served that Truman’s proposal ap- 
pears to go much further than 
that. 

„Isn't this just one phase of the 
big program?” he asked. 

Clayton replied with the observa- 
tion about world peace depending 
upon the preservation of the inde- 
pendence of sovereign nations. He 
added specifically as to Greece and 
Turkey: 

“I think if we have disintegra- 
tion in these two countries, they 
run a great danger of losing their 
integrity and independence, which 
I think would be a great blow to 
the peace of the world.”

WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP) 
President Truman said today 
that the United States, in all its 
acts, seeks t add strength to the 
United Nations and to give effect 
to the principles and purposes 
of the United Nations Charter.” 

Truman made the statement in 
a message to Trygve Lie, secre- 
tary general of the U.N., on the 
anniversary of the international 
organization's first meeting in the 
United States. It took on more 
than routine significance, how- 
ever, because of his proposal to 
help Greece and Turkey desist 
Communist pressure. 

In New York, the U.N. took 
over a six-block tract in Man- 
hattan which will be its perma- 
nent home. A special anniversary 
ceremony was held for the trans- 
fer of the property, a gift from 
John D. Rockefeller Jr.

In 'reply to a union request for 
industry-wide bargaining before 
April 1 to settle the dispute, C, F. 
Craig, A. T. & T. vice president in 
charge of personnel, said the com- 
pany had sent the union’s request 
to individual companies “for their 
consideration.” 

The union had set 2:30 p.m, as 
the deadline for acceptance or re- 
jection of its proposal. Craig's 
reply killed any possibility of 
meeting that deadline. 

Joseph Beirne, president of the 
NFTW, said he considered Craig's 
reply a flat rejection and an ex- 
ample of “passing the buck.” 


“By sending our proposal to 
the companies, Craig is continu- 
ing the fiction that the individual 
Bell System companies are in- 
dividual entities,” he said. 


Beirne said that, since last night, 
four state Bell Systems—in Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin, Illinois and New 
York—had offered to submit the 
union’s demand for a $12 weekly 
pay boost to arbitration. He said

The union's top policy commit- 
tee voted late last night to “invite” 
the A.T.&T. to enter into industry- 
wide bargaining with the union.

EOUAPED GERMAN 
SAYS RUSSIA If 
NEAR’ ATOM BOMB 


4 Tells of ‘Relent- 


Scientists to Match U.S. 
Weapon. 


By RICHARD O'REGAN 

NEUSTADT, Germany,’ March 
25 (AP)—A German atomic scien- 
tist, who said he recently es- 
caped” from a Russian Govern- 
ment laboratory in Moscow, as- 
serted today that the Soviet Un- 
ion is “very near” to developing 
an atomic bomb. 

Lifting the curtain on what he 
called Russia's “all out“ attempts 
to match—perhaps better — the 
United States’s secret, the nuclear 
physicist and professor said in an 
interview: 

“From what I have seen, I be- 
lieve Russia will have a bomb 
similar to the United States's with- 
in three to five years,” 

He declared Russia's efforts to 
harness the atom were “relent- 
less,” adding “her scientists are 
sweating blood day and night.” 

Germans Working for Reds. 

The scientist said he had re- 
turned to Germany “at the risk of 
his life” and asserted he hoped to 
go to the United States soon. In- 
sisting that he must not be identi- 
fied by name, he said some of the 
“secrets” of Russian atomic re- 
search were: 

1, “At least 200 German scien- 
tists and technicians. including 


some of Germany’s foremost 
nuclear physicists, are working 
for the Russian Government in 
a virtual paradise on problems 
of nuclear fission.” 

More “recruits” are being 
sought in all zones of Germany, 
including the American and par- 
ticularly the Russian, “by Aus- 
sian officers and by —. — 
sent back to convince former 
colleagues a paradise is await- 
ing them.” 

3. The German scientists hav 
everything they need for their 
research—and are treated equal- 
ly, if not better than Russian 
physicists. “They work in Mos- 
cow, in the great spaces of 
southern Russia and in Siberia, 
beyond the Urals.” 

4. Rare German cyclotrons and 
other high-voltage equipment 
used in atomic and radiation 
experiments “have been moved 
from the Russian zone of Ger- 
many to the Soviet Union.” 

5. Some 12,000 engineers and 
miners, Russian and German, 
are hunting pitchblende — the 
source of uranium—in utmost 
secrecy in Russian-occupied Ger-

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When Marshall Goes for a Walk 


In Moscow, It’s Almost a Parade 


MOSCOW, March 25 (AP)—Sec- 
retary of State Marshall, who ap- 
pears to be the only one of the 
visiting foreign ministers who is 
fond of walking, is creating con- 
siderable stir on the Moscow 
streets with his daily strolls—and 
the entourage which follows him. 

Walking down residential Arbat 
street with a friend, Marshall is 
followed by his Soviet guard, who 
is in turn followed by a group of 
Americans, The Americans in 
their turn are followed by more 
Russians. A crowd of young boys 
brings up the rear. 


The procession usually attracts 


a large crowd of onlookers. 

Marshall laughed yesterday 
about a report that he had been 
assassinated, 

“Well, I was ‘assassinated’ once 
in China,” he said when asked 
about the latest report. “Now here 
it is again. It’s the third time 
I'm worried about. That might be 
fatalistic.” 

The latest assassination rumor 
circulated last week in some 
parts of the United States,

George C. Marshall proposed to- 
day that the whole German people 
be made responsible for fulfill- 
ment of the German peace treaty 
through incorporation of a pledge 
to abide by its provisions in the 
constitution ultimately submitted 
for Germany’s approval. 

Marshall advanced the proposal 
‘at a Big Four foreign ministers’ 
session on the procedure to be fol- 


lowed in drafting the German 
treaty of peace, He suggested 
that the German treaty be laid 
down by the victorious Allies and 
that neither a German govern- 
ment nor any German officials 
be required to sign it. He urged 
that a constitutional provision 
which would have to be voted on 
be — as a whole replace

Back 

French Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault termed Marshall's pro- 
posal “reasonable, acceptable and 
elegant.” Britisn Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin expressed doubt 
about its legal aspects. 

Russian Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov opposed the plan, con- 
tending the treaty must be signed 
by the German government be- 
cause otherwise the treaty would 
be weakened. 

Presenting the American plan 
for a peace conference and treaty 
drafting, Marshall proposed that 
“a German constitution contain a 
clause clearly providing that all 
powers under the constitution be 
exercised subject to and in accord- 
ance with the peace settlement.” 

“Since we required uncondition- 
al surrender of the Germans,” he 
asserted, “German officials should 
not be required to sign the treaty 
of peace or vote for its ratifica- 
tion.” 

World War I Recalled. 

Marshall said that if his sugges- 
tion were followed, “when the Ger- 
mans adopt the constitution they 
would be obliged then to accept 
the peace settlement. The Ger- 
man people, and not particular 
parties or people, would have to. 
assume responsibility for the 
peace settlement.” 

Marshall recalled that after 
World War I the Germans sought 
to blame the officials who signed 
the peace treaty in Germany's be- 
half for the German defeat, rather 
than accepting a general share of 
responsibility. 

It was recalled that Mattias 
Erzberger, Centrist party member 
who signed the German treaty, 
was assassinated in the early 
twenties and that the Socialist 
leader, Philip Schiedemann, had 
refused to sigg the document, de- 
claring that his hand would wither 
away before he would put his 
name to the document of defeat. 

Marshall insisted that all ns- 
tions which declared war on Gere 
many should have the right to 
participate “in some degree at all 
stages” in the preparation of the 
German treaty. He outlined his 
views in terms similar to those of 
former Secretary of State James 
F. Byrnes in connection with the 
Paris conference on satellite 
treaties. 

Proposal for Conference. 

He said that Britain, France, 
Russia and the United States, plus 
China, should invite all nations 
which declared war on Germany 
to participate in the final con- 
ference. After the conference the 
foreign ministers would draft a 
final text of the treaty on the 
basis of recommendations of the 
peace conference which received a 
two-thirds vote ot nations partici- 
pating and taking into account 
majority recommendations. 

The final text then would go to 
all states which were at war with 
Germany. Representatives of Ger- 
many would have a; chance to pre- 
sent their views at the peace con- 
ference. 

Molotov urged that Albania and 
Iran be included among the mem- 
bers of the consultative and infor- 
mation conference which would 

assist in drafting a preliminary 
treaty. 

France expressed willingness to 
include Albania, but the Ameri- 
cans and British opposed that 

country’s participation. There was 

general agreement that Iran 

should be added to the other 18 

states which are not in dispute 

and which were invited to present 


one loves Mavrakos Candies, (Adv.)

Lane Says Warsaw Made Farce of January 
Elections, Broke Promise 
of Free Vote. 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (UP) 


Arthur Bliss Lane resigned to- 


day as ambassador to Poland to 
permit himself to “speak and 
regarding the 
present tragedy of Poland.” 
President Tfuman accepted the 
resignation effective March 31. 
Lane in quitting accused the

pose,” the President wrote Lane. 
He thanked Lane for his “vigor- 
ous efferts ... to persuade th- 
Polish provisional government t- 
fulfill its pledges with respect to 
the holding of free elections in 
Poland.” 

Lane, who was named ambassa-

RETAIL FOOD PRICES 
DOWN FOR THIRD 
MONTH IN A ROW 
0.8 Pct. Drop From Jan. 15 to 


Feb, 15—31 Pct. Above

WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP) 
Retail food prices declined in 
the month ended Feb. 15 for the 
third consecutive month, the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics reported 
yesterday. 

Housewives in 56 large cities, 
in which prices are surveyed reg- 
ularly, paid 0.8 per cent less for 


food Feb. 15 than on Jan. 15. 
The retail food price index in 
mid-February was 182.3 per cent 
of the 1935-1939 average.

RUSSIANS READY. 


10 TURN OVER 
DAREN TO CHINA 


Notify U.S. They Will 
Take ‘Appropriate 
Steps’ to Carry Out 
1945 Agreement. 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP) 
—Russia has notified the United 
States that it is ready to take 
“appropriate steps” to carry out 
an agreement to give China the 
controls of the Manchurian port 
of Dairen, the State Department 
announced today. 

The Soviet notification was in 
response to an American note sent 
in January to Moscow and Nan- 
king expressing hope that the 
“current unsatisfactory situation” 
at Dairen could be settled soon. 

The Russian reply was dated 
Feb. 27. 

Press Officer Lincoln White 
said the United States in the last 
few days had expressed hope that 
Russia and China would complete 
necessary arrangements for the 
transfer “in the near future.” 

Dairen has deen under Soviet 
military control since the Russians 
moved into Manchuria in the clos- 
ing days of the war with Japan. 

The Chinese and Soviet gov- 
ernments agreed Aug. 14 1945, 
that control should be turned over 
to Chinese administration and the 
port opened to international com- 
merce. 

American citizens have been de- 
nied permission to enter Dairen 
and a United States naval ves- 
sel was ordered from the harbor 
early this year upon expiration 
of its authorized leave. 

China likewise has replied to 
the American note. The Chinese 
expressed agreement with Ameri- 
can views that carrying out the 
transfer would help restore nor- 
mal conditions in the Far East. 

The Chinese said they had 
made earnest efforts to put the 
agreement into effect, 

In urging execution of the 1945 
agreement, the United States also 
expressed hope for a resumption 
of traffic on the Chinese Chang- 
chun railway, which enters Dai- 
ren from the north.

Plan eae 
To Halt Fouls 


And Stalling 


NEW YORK, March 25 (AP)— 
Members of the National Associa- 


tion of Basketball Coaches voted 
to recommend the abolition of the 
new four-minute rule to the na- 
tional rules committee, which 
opens a two-day session here today 
to approve playing standards for 
next season. : 

The rule, written into the books 
Only a year ago, provides that dur- 
ing the last four minutes of a 
game a player may leave the floor 
only twice and time is automati- 
cally out whenever the ball is dead. 

Most of the coaches agreed that 
the rule had failed to reduce stall- 
ing and intentional fouling, for 
which it originally was adopted. 

The argument for elimination of 
the rule was led by Bill Ferguson, 
coach of St. Joseph's of Philadel- 
phia, who suggested that “we have 
one set of rules for the entire ball 
game.” 

The recommendation to the 
rules committee, however, will 
carry with it a estion that the 
sport's governing y investigate 
the plan used by the southern di- 
vision of the Pacific Coast Con- 
ference during the past season. 

This plan, employed with spe- 
cial permission from the rules 
body, stopped the clock on dead 
balls only in the last two minutes 
and allowed unlimited substitu- 
tions. 

The discussion of the four-min- 
utg rule took up most of the open- 
ing session of the three-day con- 
vention, although the coaches 
found time to honor Henry Iba, 
veteran coach of Oklahoma A, and 
M., by naming him the winner of 
their annual award for the man 
contributing most to the sport. 

Other recommendations to the 
rules committee, all of a minor na- 
ture, include the adoption of a rec- 


fan-shaped 
more definite specifications for 
the type of ball to be used. 

The association voted down a 
suggestion to bring all jumps to 
the restraining circle and decided 
to recommend noth in the way 
of rules which might curb extra 
tall players.

DECLARATION ON LIBERATED EUROPE. 
The following declaration has been approved: 
“The Premier of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, the 
Prime Minister of the United Kingdom and the President of the 
United States of America have consulted with each other in the 


common interests of the peoples 


of their countries and those of |} 


liberated Europe. They jointly declare their mutual agreement to 
concert during the temporary period of instability in liberated Europe 
the policies of their three Governments in assisting the peoples 


liberated ‘from the domination of 


the former Axis satellite states of Europe to solve by democratic 


Nazi Germany and the peoples of 


means their pressing political and economic problems. 


“The establishment of order in 
Europe and the rebuilding of na- 
tional economic life must be 
achieved by processes which will 
enable the liberated peoples to de- 
stroy the last vestiges of Nazism 
and Fascism and to create demo- 
cratic institutions of their own 
choice. This is a principle of the 
Atlantic Charter—the right of all 
peoples to choose the form of 
government under which they will 
live—the restoration of sovereign 
rights and self-government to 
those peoples who have been forci- 
bly deprived of them by the 
aggressor nations. 

“To foster the conditions in 
which the liberated peoples may 
exercise those rights, the three 
governments will jointly assist the 
people in any European liberated 
state or former Axis satellite state 
in Europe where in their judg- 
ment conditions require: 


(A) to establish conditions of 
internal peace; (b) to carry out 
emergency measures for the re- 
lief of distressed peoples; (c) to 
form interim governmental au- 
thorities broadly representative 
of all democratic elements in the 
population and pledged to the 

possible establishment 
through free elections of govern- 
ments responsive to the will of 
the people; and (d) to facilitate 
where necessary the holding of 
such elections 


“The three governments will 
consult the other United Nations 
and provisional authorities or 
other governments in Europe when 
matters of direct interest to them 
are under consideration, 

“When, in the opinion of the 
three governments, conditions in 
any European liberated state or 
any former Axis satellite state in 
Europe make such action neces- 
Sary, they will immediately con- 
sult together on the measures 
nec : to discharge the joint 
responsibilities set forth in this 
declaration. 


“By this declaration we reaffirm 
our faith in the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter, our pledge in the 
declaration by the United Nations, 
and our determination to build in 
co-operation with other peace- 
loving nations world order under 
law, dedicated to peace, security, 
freedom and general well-being of 
all mankind. N 
. “Im issuing this declaration, the 
three powers express the hope 
that the provisional government 
of the French republic may be 
associated with them in the pro- 
cedure suggested.” 

DISMEMBERMENT OF 
GERMAN T. 

It was agreed that Article 12 (a) 
of the surrender terms for Ger- 
many should be amended to read 
as a:

“The Moscow reparation com- 
mission should take in its initial 
studies as a basis for discussion

ernment that the total sum of 
the reparation in accordance 
with the points (a) and (b) of 
the paragraph 2 should be 20 
billion dollars and that 50 per 
cent of it should go to the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lies.“ 

The British delegation was of 
the opinion that pending consider- 
ation of the reparation question 
by the Moscow reparation com- 
mission no figures of reparation 
should be mentioned. 

The above Soviet-American pro- 
posal has been passed to the Mos- 
cow reparation commission as 
one of the proposals to be consid- 
ered by the commission. 

POLAND. 


The following declaration on 
Poland was agreed by the con- 
ference: 

“A new situation has been cre- 
ated in Poland as a result of her 
complete liberation by the Red 
Army. This calls for the estab- 
lishment of a Polish provisional 
government which can be more 
broadly based than was possible 
before the recent liberation of 
western part of Poland, The pro- 
visional government which is now 
functioning in Poland should 
therefore be reorganized on a 
broader democratic basis with the 
inclusion of democratic leaders 
from Poland itself and from Poles 
abroad. This new government 
should then be called the Polish 
Provisional Government of Na- 
tional Unity. . 

„M. Molotov, Mr. Harriman and 
Sir A. Clark Kerr are authorized 
as a commission to consult in the 
first instance in Moscow with 
members of the present provision- 
al government and with other Po- 
lish democratic leaders from with- 
in Poland and from abroad, with 
a view to the reorganization of the 
present government along the 
above lines. This Polish Provi- 
sional Government of National Uni- 
ty shall be pledged to the holding 
of free and unfettered elections as 
soon as possible on the basis of 
universal suffrage and secret bal- 
lot. In these elections all demo- 
cratic and anti-Nazi parties shall 


as they deem requisite for fu- 
ture peace and security.”

REPARATION. 


The following protocol has been 
approved: 

Protocol on the talks between 
the heads of the three govern- 
ments at the Crimean conference 
on the question of the German 
reparation in kind 

1. Germany must pay in kind 
for the losses caused by her to the 
Allied nations in the course of the 
war. Reparations are to be re 
ceived in the first instance by 
those countries which have borne 
the main burden of the war, have 
suffered the heaviest losses and 
have organized victory over the 
enemy. 

2 Reparation in kind to be ex- 
acted from Germany in three fol- 
lowing forms: 


(a) Removals within two 
years from the surrender of Ger- 
many or the cessation of organ- 
ized resistance from the nation- 
al wealth of Germany located on 
the territory of Germany herself.

Partisan Identified as Executioner 


‘Col. Valerio’ Says Duce’s. Mistress Was Shot 
Shielding Him, but ‘Former Made No Ef- 
fort to Save Her Life. | 


„He kept babbling, ‘But, but, but, 
but, Mr. Colonel.“ 

“I killed him with five shots 
from a submachine gun. 

„J had no intention of killing 
Claretta Petacci,” Audisio said. 
He asserted the woman, Musso- 
lini’s mistress; threw herself in 
front of him to protect Il Duce. 

“She said, ‘Mussolini must not 
die,’” Audisio said. “I told her: 
‘Get out of the way, or I'll shoot 
you, too.’ : 

“But she kept moving in front 
of him. 

“I feel no sorrow for having 
killed her, too. You can’t drama- 
tize the role of this woman; events 
were superior to her forces.” 

Mussolini was killed in Dongo 
on April 28, 1945. 

Audisio said he took the bodies 
to Piazza Loreto in Milan, where, 
hanged by the feet, they were ex- 
posed to the populace, on orders 
of the command of the Volun- 
teers of Liberty (the partisan 
movement.) 

“Fifteen partisans had been 
killed there on orders of Mussolini 
himself,” Audisio said, 

“This (the exposure of Musso- 
lini’s body) was the epilogue of 
the glorious struggle for resis- 
tance. Also, there must be no 
doubt that he died, We had to 
prove that. 

“He got what he deserved.” 

Audisio is dark, 6 feet tall and 
wears a small black mustache. He 
smoked incessantly while being in- 
terviewed, but he did not appear 
nervous. He refused to say 
whether the Communists have as- 
signed a bodyguard for his pro- 
tection... The Communist party 
announcement Saturday said he 
had been a member of the party 
since 1931. 

J got the order to kill Musso- 
lini from the command of the Vol- 
unteers of Liberty on the night of 
April 27, 1945,” Audisio said. 
“They were all agreed he should 
be executed. They shook my hand 
as I left. I don’t remember who 
was present at the meeting. 

“I didn’t know that the armis- 
tice terms said Mussolini was to 
be turned over to the Allies. 

J did not think of myself as 
chosen by history. I am very cold 
by nature; my only thought was 
to organize the mission and carry 
it out.” 

After removing Mussolini and 
Miss Petacci from the house where 
he found them, Audisio said, he 
drove them to the execution spot. 
During the drive, he said, Musso- 
lini kept trying to cover his bald 
head, naying: “They'll recognize 
me 


Then Audisio stood him against 
the wall and read the death sen- 
tence, 

“He began te tremble like a 
sheep and babbled:“ Ma, ma, ma, 
ma, Signore Colonello,“ Audisio 
said. 

“I pulled the trigger on my sub- 
machine gun, but it didn’t fire. I 
pulled out a pistol, but it caught, 
too.

Visitors Get Numbered Badge, 
Constant Escort of 
Guard. 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP) 
—Dial Executive 1616, and the op- 
erator answers “atomic energy!” 

That’s the telephone number of 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
which opened for business yester- 
day in its new offices—the white 
Public Health Building on Consti- 
tution, avenue, opposite the Navy 
Department, 

Security is the watchword. A 
visitor has to state his name, busi- 
ness and citizenship status to a 
guard and get a telephone ap- 
proval from the man he wants to 
see, The guard gives him a num- 
bered badge and escorts him 
wherever he goes. 

This system was used at the 
War and Navy departments and 
other key agencies during the war 
but abandoned a‘ter V-J day. The 
Atomic Energy Commission is now 
the only one using it.

today by a Netherlands commis- 
sion general and a delegation for 
the Indonesian republic. 


Restoration of all property 
owned by non-Indonesians inside 
the republic is guaranteed by the 
agreement, 


Hundreds of Dutch and Indo- 
nesians lined garlanded streets 
outside the white-porticoed Rij- 
swijk Palace as William H. C. 
Schermerhorn, Dutch commission- 
er for the Netherlands East In- 
dies; Premier Sutan Sjahrir of 
the Indonesian republic, and other 
members of the two delegations 
affixed their signatures. The en- 
tire diplomatic corps was present. 


The agreement recognizes the 
republic’s de facto sovereignty 
over Java, Sumatra and Madoera. 
Under it, the republic agrees to 
become a member of the federal 
United States of Indonesia, which 
will have a population of nearly 
80,000,000 and embrace all of the 
former Netherlands East Indies. 


The State of East Indonesia— 
including all that part of the Neth- 
erlands East Indies east of Bor- 
neo and Java, except New Guinea, 
and including Bali, Celebes and 
Dutch Timor—and the projected 
state of Borneo will be equal part- 
ners with the republic in the U.S. I. 
and will be permanently linked 
with Holland in the Netherlands- 
Indonesian Union under the Dutch 
Crown. 


The United States of Indonesia, 
under the agreement, is to be 
granted full independence on Jan. 
1, 1949, at which time the Nether- 
lands will propose the new nation 
for membership in the United Na- 
tions, 


Until that time, the republic will 
hold de facto sovereignty over its 
areas, while the Dutch will retain 
sovereignty de jure over the whole | 
of the Netherlands East Indies, 
which has been a Dutch colony 
for 350 years, one of the richest 
colonial empires of the world.

Other hundreds of millions are being requested to help tide the 
Greeks, Italians and other war-ravaged nations over the next few years, 


How soon will the Japanese be 
able to feed and clothe them- 
selves? How soon may American 
taxpayers hope to get out from 
under the Japanese part of the 
postwar burden? 

Previous articles have shown 
that the Japanese never will be 
able to produce even their mini- 
mum food requirements. 

They must have food imports 
from abroad to supplement all 
that can be grown on their mea- 
ger portion of arable soil. 

The only way in which Japan 
can obtain such foreign food is 
through American donations or 
purchases paid for by Japanese 
exports. The best hope of the 
American taxpayer, accordingly, ts 
to revive Japanese imports so the 
Japanese can earn their food in- 
stead of having it paid fer by 
United States funds. 


Attitude of Japanese. 


One of the most industrious 
people in the world, the Japanese 
are eager to earn their rice, rad- 
ishes and fish by their own ef- 
forts. They have more willing 
hands than they can find means 
of employing under present cir- 
cumstances. 

For the Japanese to get off 
American backs and stand on 
their own feet more than willing- 
ness to work is required at this 
particular time. 


The Japanese, among other 
things, have to know what parts 
of the Japanese productive equip- 
ment that survived the war may 
be retained in Japan for peace- 
time production, 


Whatever industrial establish- 
mems and industrial equipment 
are primarily suitable for the pro- 
duction of war materials either 
have been destroyed, will be de- 
stroyed or are scheduled to be de- 
livered to Japan's conquerors. 

A lot of Japanese war industries 
already have been dismantled but 
sometimes plants, shipyards, etc., 
can be used equally well for the 
production of plowshares or 


swords; for the production of fer 
tilizers or high explosives. 

Aside from this  not-wholly- 
settled question of what is to be 
taken out of Japanese hands be- 
cause it may be used for military 
purposes, there is the more com- 
plex question of what may be left 
in Japanese hands in the way of 
ohviously peaceful industrial po- 
tential. 

China, the Philippines and other 
countries which were plundered by 
Japan quite understandably wish 
to have their postwar economies 
bolstered by whatever can he 
taken profitably from Japan by 
way of reparations. 

Russia, which suffered no de- 
struction at Japanese hands and 
which has possessed itself of large 
quantities of Japanesg machinery 
from Manchuria and Korea, would 
like to get additional productive 
equipment from Japan proper. 

Pauley’s Program. 

Edwin Pauley, who as special 
ambassador for President Truman 
made a quick survey of repara- 
tions possibilities in Japan as well 
as in Germany, added to the com- 
plication by promulgating a very 
inadequate reparations program. 

Pauley concluded that Japan 
could be prevented from reverting 
to a new orgy of militaristic ex- 
pansion by cutting its peacetime 
economy back to the level of 1931 
the year Japan started its ag- 
gression in Manchuria. 

Between the desire of Japan's 
conquerors for restitution and en- 
richment at Japan's expense and 
the Pauley concept of cutting Ja- 
pan's economy back to the 1931 
level, neither the Japanese nor the 
American occupation authorities 
know where Japan or the United 
States taxpayers stand. 

As long as a Japanese industrial- 
ist does not know whether a tex- 
tile mill, for example, really be- 
longs to him or presently is going 
to be dismantled, crated and 
shipped to China, the Philippines

Answer to the Congressmen 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The open letter of our Missouri Re- 
Publican Congressmen deserves an an- 
ewer, It is my personal hope that they 
will support the President's request for 
funds to aid Greece and Turkey, At the 
same time, ways should be found to 
mesh that ald into activities of the Unit- 
ed Nations, by basing relief expenditures 
on the recommendations made by the 
FAO, by informing the Security Council 
of our proposals, perhaps by other means, 


It is to be urged, also, that our money 


be spent in ways to foster the establish- 
ment of a truly representative govern- 
ment in Greece. | 

That the United Nations organization 
is not yet equipped to deal with this sit- 
uation should surprise no one. The U.N. 
was founded on the premise that the in- 
dependent nations of the world would 
take their threatened conflicts directly 
to the United Nations for settlement. We 
did not foresee that one of the members 
would continue to operate entirely out- 
wide the organization through its Mos- 
cow-directed Communist parties, using 
these parties to force on nominally in- 
dependent countries courses of action 
decided in Moscow, rather than by the 
freely expressed will of the people them- 


selves. Nor did we foresee the consistent 


Russian blocking of all efforts to make 
the United Nations an effective medium 
for keeping peace. 

The United States thus finds itself 
forced to act both within the framework 
of the United Nations and at the same 
time in a more purely national capacity 
in order to maintain the kind of open 
world system in which an effective Unit- 
ed Nations can develop. Every nation 
in which Communists obtain control of 
the government increases the possibility 
of a United Nations and a world dom- 
inated by the Communist ideology. This 
ideology preaches that the very existence 
of the capitalist system in any country 
threatens the state-controlled systems, 
and that therefore the capitalist system 
must be fought by any and all means. 

In a world increasingly dominated by 
such an ideology, it is hard to see how 
the United Nations could ever grow 
strong enough to fulfill its purpose of 
establishing mutual peace and security 
for all peoples. Surely the future of the 
world organization requires that the 
world’s peoples shall choose the ideolo- 
gies they want, not be forced through 
chaos and misery under the domination 
of ruthless minorities, . 

The necessity of maintaining this free- 
dom of choice in Turkey and Greece 
presents the United States with difficult 
and unpleasant possibilities, as well as 
some which may have constructive con-

The Real Estate Lobby: I 

Organized real estate men intend by fair 
means or foul to exact heavy tribute from every- 
one who pays taxes and everyone who buys or 
rents a roof over. his head. Their conspiracy 
for that purpose emerges very clearly in the 
factual record of their recent maneuvers, and 
particularly in the contrast between two items 
in this newspaper Sunday. 

It is doubtful (Curtis A. Betts wrote) that 
any legislative body ever has been con- 
fronted by a clearer-cut case of private in- 
terest in o to widespread public 
need than the Missouri Legislature has in 
the efforts of real estate dealers to defeat 
— St. Louis-Kansas City slum-elearance 

Drawing on his long experience as a student 
of lobbies, Mr. Betts told how methodically the 


St. Louis Real Estate Board has organized heavy 


home-town pressure on legislators throughout 
the state. It has enlisted “the banker who holds 
the legislator’s note, the personal persuasiveness 
of the next-door neighbor, the fellow lodge mem- 
ber and the bridge-playing companion”—the in- 
surance, real estate and lumber dealer. This 
lobby is as efficient as the industry it represents 
is inefficient, The fact that it has already been 
necessary on one occasion to avoid a show-down 
vote on the housing bill is a tribute to its power. 

The rallying cry is that public housing is 
“Socialism.” That's what makes the other item 
interesting. In it, Virgil G. Baker, our real 
estate editor, told how lovingly the National 
Association of Home Builders spoke of the FHA 
in their recent convention, The builders are 
close allies of the realtors and they nearly always 
bed together. 


Representative Wolcott, whose Banking Com- 


mittee handles housing bills, addressed the con- 
vention. He said that a bill to bury the realtor- 
mangled remains of the veterans’ Emergency 
Housing Act will be passed speedily—but that he 
intended, in Mr. Baker's words, 
to retain that part of the act through which 
financing, u 90 per cent of the cost of 
land an uilding, may be guaranteed 
— the Federal Housing Administra- 
on, 

Builders cheered. A majority of them 
have no quarrel with the FHA except that 
they'd like to see it restored to the inde- 

dent status it had before the war. The 
per cent guarantee of building risk is, in 
the words of one builder who has taken 
part in the program from the beginning, 
‘the sweetest that ever came along.” 
A St. Louisan in construction field says 
it “amounts to subsidy without control.” 
What's the connection between the two items? 
Just this: If public housing is vicious, FHA-spon- 
sored private housing is vicious for the same 
reasons, because FHA is full of “socialistic” sub- 
sidies. FHA gets the builder back his cost, and 
sometimes his profit as well, before he even 
looks for a buyer. FHA assumes the risk on the 
mortgage—but still lets the lender charge an in- 
terest rate high enough to cover a risky trans- 
action. FHA’s mortgage insurance rates are so 
cheap that its reserves will not begin to meet 
its obligations if many home-buyers get in dis- 
tress. Private insurors of mortgages charging 
much higher rates went broke after 1929. In 
another depression, the Government would have 
to pour in additional million on million to fulfill 
the FHA’s pledges. N 
The effect of FHA is thus to socialize the in- 
dustry's risks and subsidize its profits—a scheme 
which quite takes the industry out of the “pri- 
vate enterprise” status it claims and makes it a 
pampered child of the Federal Treasury, The 
difference between public housing and FHA- 
subsidized housing is that the former gets down 
to a rent that really poor people, the wretched 
people who live today in private slums, can pay. 
And, of course, there’s the big difference that 
public housing’s low rents leave no greenbacks 
to line realtors’ pockets—and there's the rub. 


Public housing does not compete with the only 
kinds of housing that the private industry is 
building, because the industry simply cannot get 
rents down near what the poor can pay. It may 
seem strange, therefore, that the attack on pub- 
lic housing -has been led throughout by the 
walnut-paneled dealers in high-priced housing 
who dominate the Real Estate Board. It will not 
seem strange after a further examination of the 
realtors’ motives, which we reserve for the sec- 
ond part of the discussion,

The World Book Encyclopedia says it will have 
to go to a lot of trouble if the name of Boulder 
Dam is changed back to Hoover. That should 
be a lesson to the World Book Encyclopedia in 
the transience of human affairs. The editors 
report that they will have to move the whole 
dam article from Volume B to Volume H, and 
check articles on Arizona, Nevada and California 
to be sure the new name is used. 

Perhaps the World Book Encyclopedia has 
been too trusting. We refer it to that cagey old 
cynic, Webster’s New International Dictionary, 
The editors of that work are making no bets 
that just because a thing is called by a certain 
name today, it is going to be called by that 
same name tomorrow. An exception is the 
Mediterranean Sea, in which the G. & C. Mer- 
riam Co. seems to have considerable confidence. 

Take the term “the Balkans.” Webster's does 
not intend to be left out on a limb by anything 
like European politics, They can change the 
names of Serbia and Montenegro to Yugoslavia 
today, and tomorrow they could be calling it the 
Carpatho-Ukraine, and nobody could pin a thing 
on Webster's New International Dictionary. 

“BALKAN,” says the latest edition carefully, 
“Of or pert. to the Balkan Peninsula, the Balkan 
mountain range, or the people of Balkan states.” 
This conveys no information, but you can bet 
your bottom dollar it’s not going to become obso- 
lete. Under “BALKANIZE” Webster's waxes 
almost explicit—", , the Balkan States (Bul- 
garia, Rumania, Serbia, ete. . . but that 
“etc.” is an escape clause as wide as the Strait 
of Otranto. About “LEVANT” Webster's is even 
more retiring. “The countries washed by, or 
near to, the eastern Mediterranean.” Try to 
make something out of that. 

We don’t know how the World Book Encyclo- 
pedia could settle this thing for all time, but 
we can make a crafty guess. “BOULDER DAM. 
A dam on the Colorado River. Cf. HOOVER 
DAM.” “HOOVER DAM. A dam on the Colo- 


If, of course, 
it’s not risking too much to put the Colorado 
in a class with the Mediterranean, and assume 
that it is here to stay. 
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Naval Rule in the Pacific 


Secretary of Interior Krug is reported to have 
urged President Truman to end Navy rule in 
the Far Pacific islands. While the Interior De- 
partment has never looked kindly on the Navy 
Department's rival administration overseas, this 
is not just a bureaucratic dispute. It involves 
our quest for security on the borders of Asia. 


Mr. Krug and Representative Poulson of Cali- 
fornia recently toured these islands, According 


to a dispatch to the Los Angeles Daily News, 


they are said to believe that naval rule amounts 
to “dictatorship.” The Republican Congressman 
is quoted as stating that conditions are “shock- 
ing.” 

Earlier reports have been just as disquieting. 
In Guam, discontented . natives have finally 
forced the Navy to consider giving them citizen- 
ship and higher wages. But high Navy offi- 
cials at Pearl Harbor said they doubted Guam 
was ready for much more liberty—this after 50 
years of naval occupation. ' 

In the islands taken from Japan, rapid demo- 
bilization and lack of trained personnel have 
hampered naval government. But the fact is 
that the Navy is doing a job it was never meant 
to do. Poverty is general, and cannot be dis- 
missed on grounds that the natives are used 
to it. Justice appears too casual; the Navy 
makes and administers its own rules, Civil 
rights do not exist. 

One of the Saipan islanders told an investi- 
gator that, during the war, “life in the hills was 
wild and hungry, but it was free.” 


‘This is an embarrassing situation for a nation 
with democratic principles. It is particularly so 
since the United States seeks a: U.N. trusteeship 
for the former Japanese islands, but rejects the 
right of U.N. to inspect the reservation. As 
Sumner Welles pointed out, “The worst feature 
of the American proposal lies in the demand for 
exclusive authority.” 

The former Under Secretary of State saw 
three dangefs in that proposition. First, Japan’s 
refusal to permit inspection of its former man- 
date in the islands aroused suspicion, but 
America proposes to do the same thing. Second, 
Russia might seize the opportunity to demand 
similar absolute concessions elsewhere and Mos- 
cow did, in fact, bless our proposal with undue 
haste, 

Finally, Mr. Welles said, if we retained mili- 
tary rule in the islands, “the native inhabitants 
would have no resource. Every detail of their 
lives would be settled for them by the Navy .. .” 


That is not necessary. Whatever the results 
of trusteeship in the Carolines, Marshalls and 
Marianas, and however we retain Guam and 
Samoa, our security does not demand that we 
impose a military dictatorship on the 100,000 or 
so islanders. They are few, but they are too 
few to endanger our bases, And they are people. 
The American principle of civilian government 
should govern them. 

Congressman Poulson is expected to introduce 
a bill for civilian administration and civil liber- 
ties in the Pacific islands. Congress may con- 
sider the measure a test of our intentions be- 
fore U.N, and the world. Mr. Truman said, in 
1945, “We are not fighting for conquest.” The 
United States is not an empire, and need not 
behave like one.

People who find themselves browbeaten by 
the tyranny of names have found a champion, 
She is Jane Reis, poetess of Annandale-on- 
Hudson, N.Y., and she not only doubts that 
names are important, but considess them a 
nuisance, Miss Reis, we think, speaks for news- 
paper men, who must always get the middle 
initial straight, and put the 1 before the e. She 
speaks as well for football announcers, genealo- 
gists and headwaiters, for introducers of after- 
dinner speakers and anyone who thinks he ought 
to be able to remember the name of the fellow 
he met at lunch. 

Such worry about nanies, according to Miss 
Reis, is erroneous, It is also impractical, per- 
pléxing, undemocratic and discomfiting. And if 
Miss Reis is 6 years old, and her songs are 
transcribed by her mother without her knowl- 
edge, still she is widely quoted in such sage 
publications as the Saturday Review of Litera- 
ture and the New York Herald Tribune, which 
is good enough for us.

All the evidence weighs against any as- 
sumption that the growth of Southern pro- 
gressivism, which reached a peak with Ar- 
nall's trail-blazing, has euffered any serious 
setback.

The Inevitable Reaction 


What an outsider scarcely stops to real- 
ize is that circumstance conspired to make 
the Arnall Administration a slap in the face 
to Georgians and to other Southerners, who 
for several years had been watching the 
Cracker State in frank amazement. Too 
sudden change cannot come without the 
inevitable period of reaction. 


The surprising thing to all Southerners is 
that there even was a Georgia experiment 
—it may be called that—so soon. Other 
than the demagogues and professional race- 
baiters, the general run of Southerners are 
not so much at odds with the Arnall philos- 
ophy, but they simply do not think the 
time has come for it, 

The change in the Southern mind be- 
tween the two wars is the difference be- 
tween daylight end darkness. A decade 
ago there were even very few gradualists 
in the Deep South. 

I say Deep South rather than South ad- 
visedly, for North Carolina, has long since 
done away with its poll tax and permitted 
Negr to vote, in general without much 
restriction, and attended by no great politi- 
cal or social catastrophe. 


In the Deep South one has only to look 
to the attitudes of the press and the church 
—the latter certainly the greatest, almost 
the only, tradition in the South—to perceive 
the direction the South’s thinking on the 
race problem is taking. The issue of Negro 
suffrage is very much in the open. 


Behind the Race Problem 


Most influential Southern newspapers 
speak out for Negro suffrage and eco- 
nomic equality for the “Tenth Man.“ The 
church increasingly is accepting its re- 
sponsibility, 

It may be argued with justification that 
the race problem is not the great problem 
of the South. The Arnall ideology, which 
has certainly made an imprint on the 
Southern mind, is that the region’s ills are 
more economic than political. But, again, 
the race question is serving the purpose of 


emphasizing those ills. And at the same 
time the South is showing an awareness of, 
and realism toward, its problems and short- 
comings, 

It is, and has been in recent years, ex- 
amining itself critically, in spite of so- 
called outside meddling and South-baiting 
which used to put it in a state of fury not 
conducive to clear thinking. 

Some years ago some Southern newspa- 
pers, editorially, might have kept a stony 
silence after a lynching; today they blast 
forth at any manifestation of the mob spirit 
with as great or greater vigor than news- 
papers elsewhere. 

It is true, however, and will no doubt 
continue to be true, that the South, as rep- 
resented by its newspapers, resents too 
much criticism from sources it does not 
consider well informed or which it consid- 
ers prejudiced. 


For Every Bilbo, an Arnall 


Most Georgia newspapers—big city pa- 
pers and the rural press alike—fought Eu- 
gene Talmadge last year. But it is a lesser 
known fact that a number of influential 
daily newspapers in Georgia were advocat- 
ing Negro suffrage and repeal of the poll 
tax long before either of these seemed im- 
minent or important political Issues, 


Even more important is the positive stand 
being taken by the large church denom- 
inations. The Baptists, Methodists and oth- 
er large religious groups have been virtual- 
ly unanimous in the southeastern states in 
denouncing “hate” organizations like the 
Klan and the Columbians. In Georgia both 
the Baptists and Methodists have recently 
adopted resolutions against the “white su- 
premacy” ideology. 

If progressivism is growing, why does the 
South continue to put Bilbos in office? Gen- 
eralizations cannot be applied to the South. 
But for every Bilbo there is an Arnall or a 
Folsom. Election or primary laws in the 
South are tricky and in one-party states 
normally personalities rather than issues 
are the basis on which political contests 
are decided. Pretty much the same kind 
of people voted, and at the same time, for 
Folsom in Alabama, as for Talmadge in 
Georgia. 

In many places in the South long in- 
trenched political machines are being turned 
out, and with the ex-GI influence a dom- 
inant factor; yet the Crump machine in 
Tennessee goes blithely on. 


The line of contrast can be extended in- 
definitely; but that part of the country 
known as “the United States Nursery,” has 
come a long way, politically and eco- 
nomically, since the first postwar period.

“Time 
is of the essence,“ said Mr. Ache- 
son, But no time will be lost in 
extending to Greece and Turkey 
the assistance which almost all 
of us agree should be given, if 
we choose to recognize the in- 
terest of the U. N. ä 

It would not take as long to 
conform to the principles of the 
charter of the United Nations as 
it will take to conform to the con- 
stitutional processes of the United 
States, If there is time for Mr, 
Acheson to inform Congress, there 
ia time for Mr. Austin to inform 
the United Nationa, ; 


An Ancient Problem. 


But it is not only for the sake 
of the U.N. that we should avoid 
this shattering precedent. It is 
also for the sake of our own ac- 
tion in Greece. 

The official picture of what we 
are getting into in Greece has 
been softened and simplified. The 
emphasis hus been put on the need 
of the Greeks, the dire results of 
not helping them, and the benevo- 
lent and innocuous character of 
our assistance. 

This picture needs to be supple- 
mented by a full realization that 
we are intervening in a Civil war, 
that we shall be responsible for 
the Greek Army, not only its 
training and equipment but its 
strategy and tactics, that since our 
financial assistance is measured to 
balance the Greek budget, we shall 
become responsible for the whole 
operation of the Greek Govern- 
ment, 

Now the Government of Greece 
has been a European problem ever 
since the country was liberated 
from Turkey in 1829 by the com- 
bined intervention of Britain, 
France and Russia. Never for long 
has Greece not been an interna- 
tional problem, and while we may 
be able to succeed where so many 
others have failed, it is, I believe, 


extremdly unwise on our part to 


accept the sole responsibility. The 
British Government, which has 
dealt with Greek affairs for over 
a century, has failed and has suf- 
fered great moral injury. 


The Way of Wisdom. 


If we are wise, we shall seek to 
spread the moral risk, not to as- 
sume the whole of it as we are 


now doing. We shall proceed by 


consultation with those of our al- 
lies who share our purposes, and 
by a scrupulous adherence to the 
rules we have made with those of 
our allies who may not share our 
purposes. 

For if we cannot get the agree- 
ment of the Russians to what we 
propose to do, we can still do it, 
using our own veto to block any 
attempt on their part to block it. 

But in seeking agreement, and 
practicing consultation, we shall 
not be taking a position which,

‘A Moon for the Misbegotten’ 
Opens at American on 
Pre-Broadway Tour.

“A Moon for the Misbegotten,” 
‘Eugene O'Neill's powerful and often 
poetic dissection of the motiva- 
tions of three lost souls, opened 
last night at the American Thea- 
ter for a run of the week. It was 
an important event theatrically, 
both for the audience, which was 
seeing the first O’Neill production 
on the American’s stage in 12 
years, and for the play itself, 
as it is the last week of its road 
tour before closing in preparation 
for its Broadway opening next 
fall, Lawrence Langner and Ar- 
mina Marshall of the Theater 
Guild, the producers, watched the 
performance, and probably many 
decisions as to its ultimate form 
on Broadway hinge on the way it 
and the cast shape up here this 
week. _ 

To say that the work itself is a 
vastly important one probably 
would be overstating the case. It 
does not loom as large on the 
dramatic horizon as the author’s 
“Strange Interlude,” “Mourning 
Becomes. Electra,” nor, probably, 
as the yet unseen locally, “The 
Iceman Cometh.” But it is a fine 
play and a moving one, a play that 
is rough, harsh, almost crude on 
the surface, but underneath the 
weneer has tenderness, compassion 
and a keen psychological insight. 

There is little in the ‘way of 
physical action, and from com- 
ments we heard last night, some 
members of the big audience were 
dissatisfied with that. It is really 
a three-character drama, as the 
two other characters who appear 
briefly are almost superfluous. For 
as much as 20 minutes at 
stretch, the protagonists, Phil Ho- 
gan, Irish-American tenant farm- 
er, his huge daughter, Josie, and 
their wastrel landlord, Jim Tyrone, 
do nothing but sit in front of a 
ramshackle Connecticut farm- 
house and talk. 
strong and gripping dramatic de- 
velopment in that talk. Their 
minds and their hearts are laid 
bare. Their mantles of sham are 
torn from them, Jim’s mantle is 
drunken cynicism and dissipation, 
hiding the torments of remorse 
over desecrating his dead mother’s 
memory. Josie’s is her pose of 
wantonness to compensate for her 
fear her ungainly size keeps her 
from being attractive to Jim. And 
Hogan's is a conniving meanness 
to cover his concern for his 
daughter. 

Out of the mixture of Irish 
idiom, 1923 slang, rough language 
and . self-conscious steering be- 
tween the poetic and naturalistic, 
there emerge at times, towards the 
end of the third act and in the 
brief fourth act, some beautiful 
speeches. The brief spiritual com- 
munion between Josie and Jim 
that rises from their torment and 
anguish makes their love, for all 
its commonplace sensual introduc- 
tion, a tender and delicate thing. 

In spite of the crudity of some 
of its language and situations and 
the seeming moral degradation of 
its ie: hein “Moon” is really a 
highly’ moral play. The aspira- 
tions ot the protagonists are to- 
wards decency. That is why su- 
perficial comparisons we heard 
that this was a New England “To- 
bacco Road,” are preposterous, In- 
cidentally, the softening last night 
of the dialogue somewhat from 
the original script was not due to 
the censorship encountered in De- 
ttoit; it was chiefly because some 
outspoken language had previous- 
ly caused jll-timed laughter that 
jangled the serious later mood of 
the play.

The rowdy humor of the first 
act was not as funny last night as 
it was meant to be. It probably 
will be improved by playing. For 
one thing, the character of the 
rich neighbor has been written as 

cardboard dummy of the most 
artificial sort. For another, we 
think Mary Welch as Josie tried 
too hard throughout the act. She 
had been under directorial instruc- 
tions to insert more humor into 
the act, but overplaying doesn’t 
make humor. ; 

That brings us to the cast. We 
thought James Dunn of the movies 
was quite good as Jim.

The dispute was not settled and 
no negotiations were in progress. 
The firm continued operations, 
but Hayward Niedringhaus, presi- 
dent of the company, said work 
would continue only “until we run 
out of rolls, which means for a 
couple of days, anyway.” Pre- 
viously, a company spokesman had 
said the firm would shut down, 
making more than 2000 workers 
idle, if the dispute were not settled 


y today. 

Niedringhaus said the 50 ma- 
chinists “were ordered off the job” 
by Lloyd Weber, union business 
agent in this district. Idle ma- 
ichinists include men who grind 
the steel mill rolls. 

Weber said the idle machinists 
stopped work because the rest of 
the machinists, about 120 men, ob- 
jected to the work schedule under 
which all but the 50 idle men were 


three. He said it was not a ques- 
tion of overtime, but of equalizing 
the work schedule, 

Niedringhays said the men in 
question are not needed on Sun- 
day. He said the work schedule 
to which objections now have been 
raised, had been in force “for 
years.” 

The plant was closed for 150 
days by a strike of machinists end- 
ing last August. Most of the plant 
workers are members of the CIO 
United Steelworkers, not involved 
directly in the strike or in the 
present dispute.

To the extent that 
the Japanese are deterred or pre- 
vented from. helping themselves 
We are bound to help them. 

Thus, the less the Japanese are 
able to do for themselves pending 
permanent clarification of the rep- 
arations issue and the weaker 
they are left as a result of rep- 


arations removals of Japan's ca- 


pacity to support itself, the great- 
er the burden on the American 
taxpayer as long as we remain in 
occupation of Japan.

Saving Ohildren’s Furniture. : 


EVER underestimate the pow- 
N. of a child—even a very 
small one. The first thing a 
moppet learns in this life is that 
if he can get a piece of furniture 
to give a little, he can combine his 


weight with that of the furniture 
in question and in a matter of 
days reduce it to a pile of scrap 
wood, 


The one sure way of preventing 
this nursery nonsense from be- 
coming an expensive hobby is not 
to allow any of baby’s furniture 
to become loose at the joints. 
Check each piece once a day. Most 
cribs and play pens are put to- 
gether with screws or bolts so that 
they can be disassembled easily. 
Keep these bolts and screws tight 
at times. It may be necessary 
to use lock washers for that little 
additional protection. 

Furniture that is put together 
with glue or screws should be

THAT WORD CHEAT

the holder without heirs, the prop- 
erty would be returned. Escheat, 
as the process of forfeiture was 
called, could also, in olden times, 
be carried out ag a result of crime 
committed by the holder of the 
property. And it was as a result 
of the frequent fraud perpetrated 
in order to obtain such escheats, 
that the term, abbreviated to 
“cheat,” came to have its present 
meaning in our common speech, 

A survival of the olf system of 
escheat exists even in the United 
States today, in the statutory pro- 
visions that property of one who 
dies without heirg ghall revert to 
the state!

In a switeh on the old story of 
the businessman father and the 
artistic son, it was Tagliavini’s fa- 
ther who forced a concert career 
down his son’s throat, and made 
him practice by promising him 
new electrical gadgets. 

It was the elder Tagliavini who 
insisted that the young tenor sing 
in the Florence May Festival—the 
last big hurdle for all Italian sing- 
ers. Without half trying, the boy 
won, and before he quite knew 
what was happening, he was pre- 
paring for an opera career.

His 1939 debut in Florence, in- 
cidentally, was in the same role 
that marked his triumphant first 
appearance in New Tork. From 
that point on he was a great tenor 
in the land which has produced 
the greatest ones, singing in the 
best opera houses and making 
five movies, 

There is only one note in the 
Tagliavini story which mars it at 
all. It is the question of his mili- 
tary service under Mussolini. 
Though there have been stories 
tha Pagliavinl was an officer in 
Mussolini’s army during the war, 
they have been denied by persons 
close to the tenor. As one inti- 
mate said recently: 

“Tagliavini was called for com- 
pulsory military training in 1934 
and 1936, but he never fought in 
the war, 

“The truth of the matter is that 
he protected the money of many 
Jewish friends by transferring 
their property to his name, and a 
cousin of his was killed as an 
anti-Fascist.” 

Such rumors followed Tagliavini 
several weeks ago when he was 
invited to sing before President 
Truman at e annual White 
House correspondents’ dinner. 
Some Met singers were reported 
to have been angered by the 
prominence given Tagliavini. But 
the charges never came out into 
the open, and Tagliavini sang 
for the President. Apparently

tion, This was the clearest sort 
of announcement to North that 
South had a double stopper in the 
adversely bid diamond suit, and 
since he would not have bid the 
no trump with strength in only 
two suits, it was entirely evident 
that he also had something in the 
unbid suits, or at least in one of 
them, The two no trump, then, be 
sides being an offer to play at a 
no trump contract, was an im 
plicit suggestion that if North 
had auxiliary stoppers in the un- 
bid heart and club suits, he should 
raise the no trump rather than 
continue with spades. . Certainly 
South could not have intended to 
ask North whether he too had 
something in diamonds—by bide 
ding two no trump against West's 
diamond bid, South was giving 
assurance that nothing need be 
feared in that direction.

or a very similar one with the 

strange name is well known 
and regularly served in many 
rural communities all over the 
country. It is not known as Farm- 
er's Chop Suey on the farm, how- 
ever, because’ the name was 
thought up by some appreciative 
city cousin who discovered its de- 
liciousness while visiting on the 
farm, It is made on the farm 
from spring to late fall, the in- 
gredients varying from time to 
time. When tomatoes aren't ripe, 
cooked beets may be used instead 
and when cucumbers are not avail- 
able, crisp dill or sweet cucumber 
pickles are used in their place. 
City folks can make the salad as 
is the year around, but to make it 
as delicious as it is produced on 
the farm, one must provide the 
freshest and crispest-of vegetables 
to approach those just gathered 
from the garden and obtain only 
fresh sour cream for dressing. 

Farmer’s Chop Suey. 

One small head lettuce (two 
cups) or an equal amount coarse- 
ly shredded crisp cabbage, one cup 
diced cucumber, one-half cup 
sliced red radishes, one-half cup 
coarsely diced green pepper, two 
medium tomatoes, cut in length- 
wise wedges, salt and pepper, one- 
half cup coarsely chopped onion, 
two tablesmoons cider or tarragon 
vinegar, two ‘tablespoons. sugar, 
one teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
prepared mustard, one cup fresh 
sour cream, paprika, if desired. 

Have all vegetables crisp, clean 
and cold. Break lettuce into bite- 
-gize pieces into salad bowl. Add 
rest of the vegetables and sprinkle 
on salt and a very little pepper. 
Toss thoroughly and taste to see 
if desired amount of salt is add- 
ed. Blend the vinegar, sugar, salt 
and mustard thoroughly, then stir 
in the sour cream. Add a little 
paprika, and stir in, then pour 
this dressing over the vegetables 
and toss carefully until every 
piece of them is coated with the 
dressing. Serve immediately. Four 
to five servings.

If 
gelatin is used, the frosted cake 
may be kept in refrigerator for 
several hours before serving, 
otherwise cake should be served 
immediately after frosting. Whip 
one cup heavy cream, chilled, 
until just stiff. Add one-third to 
one-half cup sugar gradually and 
beat until mixture stands in peaks. 
Beat in gelatin quickly. Add one- 
half cup ground pistachio nuts 
(about 4 oz.) and mix quickly. A 
few nuts may be reserved for 
topping. Spread on cake immedi- 
ately. Enough for an 8x12 cake or 
two 8&inch layers.

SPELLING PRONUNCIATIONS. 


My daughter’s speech teacher 

insists that the word cup- 

board, must be pronounced 
“CUP-board.” The child has re- 
belled. Should I force her to say 
“CUP-board?"—Mrs, J. W. T. 

A. No. “CUP-board” is a spell- 
ing pronunciation that is not sanc- 
tioned by either usage or the au- 
thorities. The correct pronucia- 
tion is: KUB-erd, to — with 
Hubbard. 

In English there are many auch 
words in which the pronunciation 
long ago grew away from the 
original sound, While such pro- 

nunciations were at first slovenly 

and corrupted, they are now ac- 
cepted correct and normal; and 
students and teachers of speech 
(also broadcasters) should be ex-

Handkerchief, Yor example, is 
sometimes pronounced as it is 
spelled, “HAND-ker-chief.” But 
it has no sanction. The correct 
pronunciation is :HANG-ker-chiff, 


The word “business evolved 
from busy plus -ness. But it be- 
came a two-syllable word-BIZ- 
ness—centuries ago, and that is 
the correct pronunciation, both 
here and in England. (I am 
amazed to find “ i-ness” listed 
by Funk and Wagnalls as the only 
pronunciation!) 

The word nuisance is occasion- 
ally heard as “NOO-ee-s’nss,” But, 
of course, the word never has three 
syllables in cultured pr ag Say: 
NYOO-s'nss; or NOO-s’nss 

We should avoid especially the 
sound of 1“ in such words as folk, 
Polk, Norfolk. They are pro- 
nounced: foke, poke; NAWR-f’k. 

Parliament, in Standard Ameri- 
can, is not a four-syllable word, as, 
“PAHR-lee-uh-m'nt.” Avoid the 
spelling pronunciation, and say: 
PAHR-luh-m’'nt, 

Caution, Never adopt any 
strange or “elegant” pronunciation 
without first checking the word in 


. a reliable, late-edition dictionary. 


“I heard it on the radio” is not a 
reliable guide. While most profes- 
sional broadcasterg are accurate 
and conform to good usage, a few 
use pronunciations that are fan- 
tagtically incorrect, 80 play safe 
and look it up.
